At a joint meeting of the council 


and the school board last evening tlft 
matter of the granting of the borough 
land 
along the, river 
front at the 


Reed lots was definitely settled. The 
borough gives the land to the school 
board with the provisions that a road 
can be opened up along the river 
through the land at any time that if, 
may be nece*5iry, and also express 
the desire that the present board make 
a record that it is the sense of all 
the members of the council that a wall 
should be built along the 
propercy 


facing the river at some future time, 
and that it is the wish of the present 
board that that wall be built when 
financial difficulties are overcome. 


The borough also grants to the 


school board that piece of land which 
is known at 
Whitmer park if the 


school board desires to take it and 
make it a part of the school grounds. 
Witmer park was dedicated to the 
public use in 1804 by Abraham Whit- 
mer when the town was laid out by a 
commission. 


In reference to the building of the 


proposed wall along the river front a 
report from the borough engineer was 
heard by the two boards last night. 
To build a wall along the entire front 
from the place where the present wall 
ends would cost approximately $100,- 
000 and to build tlie ISO feet of wall 
which would be on the borough land 
which was granted to tin- school would 
cost, according to the engineer's fig- 
ure approximately $4000. It is doubt- 
ful in the opinion of both bodies if 
such a wall will be built within the 
near future.
